Sugar control bn* saved the Amor 
lean public $180,000,000, Herbert Hoov­ 
er, United Slates food administrator, 
declared the other day. 
Ile pointed out that sugar was sill 
ins for l l cents a pound Inst August 
aud that it would have advanced to 2n 
cents a pound, with the world short­ 
age as a stimulus, had not the too I 
administration secured the co-opera- 
Hon of the refiners and wholesalers 
and fixed a sugar price that today en­ 
ables housewives to buy sugar at from 
to ii cents a pound. 
“Every I ccitt nils** In sugar from 
September I to January I moons TIS,- 
(mo.!mu» to the American consumer," 
Mr. Hoover aalii. 
“Numbers of gen­ 
tlemen will tell you that 20 cent sugar 
would have prevailed and the public 
robbed of $180,4)00,000 this year lf we 
had not taken these actions.” 
Later 
Mr. Hoover called attention to the fact 
tlint uncontrolled sugar advanced to 
33 cent* a pound during Hie <’lvll War. 


France Got Our Sugar. 
Today tin* American public has been 
allotted 70 per cent, of its normal sup­ 
ply. 
Before the war tile average an­ 
nual household consumption here was 
33 pounds a person. 
In England the 
annual consumption during tin* war Is , 
24 pounds, and in France each person 
is allotted u little over one pound a 
month, 
“In August the French government ( 
found itself unable to maintain even 
this 
ration,” 
Mr. 
Hoover declared. 
“An appeal v\us made to America. 
France 
needed 
100,000 
tons. 
We 
agreed to fill this demand and up to 
December had shipp»d 83,420 tons. 
In 
the meantime an appeal was made to 
the American public to red u ce its sug­ 
ar consumption, rind requests wen* 
trade to distributor* to supply the* 
confectionary and sweet drinks trade 
with 50 p**r cent, of normal supply. 
Tills has been generally followed, al­ 
though such regulation-* w-ere volun 
tary, as the food administration had 
no authority to ImpoM* them.” 
Domestic Price I* 8' 2 to 9 Cents. 
Retail grocers throughout the conn 
try are supposed to take a profit of no 
more than TSI cents a hundred -half a , 
cent u pound—-on sugar. 
Bv reason of 
food administration regulations, bind 
ing refiners and wholesalers, tie* re 
tailer Is abb* today to f ay sugar at 
from 8 to 
cents a pound. 
Th li­ 
enable* him to sell to the housewife tit 
S>4 to 6 cents a pound. 
There have been some violations of 
tho sugar rulino*. 
Mr. Hoover *u»id 
recently: “ Sales of sugar from ic to 
20 cents |*er pound have been r«-ported 
and followed tip vigorously and s*op 
|km| and is evidence* itself of the pri es 
at which consumers would have been 
mulct had we uot Intervened. We have 
forfeited wholesalers' licenses in ag­ 
gravate*! cases, and we have issued 
warning* to f 
offenders in a great 
many in st a nee* through our local ad­ 
m inistrators.” 


Effect on Military Situation. 
American sugar Mocks could be fill­ 
ed to normal very soon lf ships could 
be sent to Java, where 250,/*K) tons of 
sugar Is waiting for shipment. 
Rut 
the shipping situation is so acute that 
the nation cannot spare the eleven j 
ships needed to transport this sugar. , 
It would take th** boats one year to 
haul 250,000 tons. 
In the Fame flute 
they could he used for transporting 
2OO,()00 soldiers to Franc©. 
The food 
administration 
believes 
Blat til© American public will diminish ( 
Its sugar consumption by IO or 15 per 
tent. when it is made clear that such 
Mignr saving Is a patriotic act ami 
when it is understood that there ar© 
plenty of sweetener* available to tak«* 
Hie place of sugar, auch as honey or 
corn syrup. 


Why Shortage Exists. 
The three great sugar prodnclng cen­ 
ters of the world are Germany, the 
West and East Indies. 
German sugar 
is, of course, used ut home. Tho Foist 
Indian sugar is unavailable because of 
the ship shortage. 
While I! boats mnde big Inroads on 
Hie world’s shipping, France and Italy 
ceased to he self sustaining in sugar 
manufacture. 
England In the mean­ 
time was cut off from German sugar*— I 
1,460,000 tons a year—because of th** 
war. The result has been that the al­ 
lied nations have been forced to turn 
to America and the West Indies for 
their sugar.

I 
I am one of the Americans of the 
lirst expeditionary force that went to 
Trance to fight the central powers to 
be captured. It was a night reconnoi­ 
tering force of Germans who killed 
several young fellows and took a few 
as prisoners. 
We were marched away j 
to tin* rear and put under a temporary 
guard. 
Being Americans, tho officer In com­ 
mand did not know what to do with 
us. Whether we would la' treated more 
rigorously than troops of other nation­ 
alities I didn’t know, hut I believed ( 
we would, So I made up my mind to 
♦-scape before we were taken to Ger­ 
many, or to get shot trying to do so. 
Having been recently captured, we 
were not as strictly watched us doubt­ 
less would be later on. 
But what 
helped me was tile bursting of a shell 
from the American lines very near ; 
us and our guards. 
Several of the 
guards were killed and two of our 
follows were wounded. 
I took advan- 1 
tngo of the confusion to walk away to 
the rear. 
T bad not gone 50 yards before I 
came to the dead body of a German. 
I 
dropped beside him, and under cover 
of the darkness—there were only such 
lights as appear at night iu war—I i 
appropriated his helmet and by dinf j 
of hard labor managed to get off his j 
coat. 
As soon as I had put on both. 
I got ujt and walked slowly rearward. . 
Hundreds of shells were falling all 
about me, and for other reasons per- j 
haps I was not noticed. My trousers 
were very dirty and might have be­ 
longed to a soldier of any nationality. 
'I’lie German coat and helmet I wore I 
were all the disguise I needed. I pick- j 
cd up a ride lying on the ground urn! 
now and again turned and fired u 
shot iii the direction of the American 
lines. 
I w a s once stopped by an offi­ 
cer. hut before he could question me, J 
he saw something or someone else that 
drew ids attention from me, and I 
gave him tile slip, 
T made my way rearwards where 
the tr o o p s were not so thick as at tho 
front, and though I worked my way 
without knowing where the reserve j 
lay. I had the good tndr to get into w t 
region where there were no troops. I 
came presently to a little stream on 1 
which was a mill. I heard the tramp j 
of men coming. 
I would have gone 
Into the mill to hide, but it was lock- 
ed. 
So Instead I got onto the mill 
w h e e l and my weight let me down to 
tile bottom of a walled apace wherein 
the wheel revolved. 
In a few minutes I heard a column 
of men marching by and the word of 
command by tile officers, I was where 
they would not see me; nevertheless I 
hid under tile wheel. 
After they had 
passed and the thud of their shoes 
was dying away in the distance I con­ 
cluded to move on, seeking for some 
French family which had not been 
turned out of house and home, who j 
would hide me until I could get back 
to my command. Naturally I took hold 
of the wheel and was about to step tm 
one of the buckets, when it occurred 
to me that It would turn and let me 
down as far as I ascended. A glanee 
about showed me that I was impris­ 
oned. I could not escape by the wheel, 
and I could not climb a perpendicular 
wall, 
What there was to grind I knew uot; 
perhaps the miller was obliged to work 
for the Germans; at any rute Just be­ 
fore day came I heard sounds above, 
something shifted, and down came the 
water. 
It bud been turned into the 
Hume, and pouring on tile wheel, begun 
to rotate it. When the water rose to 
my waist I began to do a tread-iuill act 
on the wheel. I climbed us the wheel 
turned to avoid being drowned. 
I said to myself that between drown­ 
ing aud goiug to a concentration camp 
l ei rather drown. 
I kept on with my 
endless climb, feeling pretty well dis­ 
couraged at the jKior prospect ahead 
of me. 
I believed ihut the mill was 
used by the Germans, aud if this were 
so, I might better cease to tread und 
full back into a watery grave. When 
death is far away we don’t dread it; 
when it is right before us, or behind, 
as it was with me, we shrink from it. 
I vvus about to take my chances by 
(‘ailing to the miller, when looking Up 
I saw tile sw e e t fuce of a little girl 
looking down U|h»u me, 
“Mon I lieu!” I heard lier exclaim, 
and she disappeared. 
Iu u few min­ 
utes I heard u shifting above, und the 
wutei* feast ag to flow, the wheel stop­ 
ped gorging. 
Then came a worn* 
HU J to the girl I had seen; I climb­ 
ed’ im ; when I said “Amerlculue" 
they harried me Into tile house near 
the uYll where they hid me. 
They had secured ^i Utile grain and 
were gr|toMi> it for their own use be­ 
fore dug. hoping to evade the Germans 
ut that’hour. 
I was the first American soldier they 
had seen; indeed they did not know 
that there were any American soldiers 
in 
Flume. 
They 
were 
overjoyed
